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The car was stopped by Oak¬ 
land police at about 6 a.m. as 
Misch, 28, of Hayward was leav¬ 
ing the Farm House Motel on 
MacArthur Boulevard in Oak¬ 
land after the Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment alerted law enforcement 
agencies to be on the lookout for 
the car, said Hess. 

He described Misch as a cas¬ 
ual acquaintance” of Ball, “noth¬ 
ing intimate,” and that the mo¬ 
tive for the Thursday morning 
killing was apparently robbery. 
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Hess said Misch has a history 
jf “numerous crimes of vio¬ 
lence,” including assault with a 
deadly weapon. The state De¬ 
partment of Corrections report¬ 
ed that Misch was released Nov. 
17 on parole from San Quentin 
Prison after serving seven 
months of a 16 -month term for 
k burglary. He previously spent 
(time in state prison for assault 
with a deadly weapon, said the 
Department of Corrections. 
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us, said Hess of Misch, who was 
booked for investigation of mur¬ 
der and grand theft. Ball’s auto 
was stolen from outside her 
Lowell Avenue apartment near 

here, said Hess. 

Ball, 36, was stabbed several 
times in the chest and elsewhere 
probably between 9 a.m. and 
noon Thursday, said Hess. Her 
body was found in her living 
room by an 11 -year-old daughter 
of her boyfriend, who shared the 
residence, Hess said. 
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
